Carl Seibert turned to his 
wife and shook his head as 
the computer-generated 
ballot count appeared on 
the screen Tuesday evening. 
He knew he had not pulled 
enough votes to oust his 
opponent, veteran commis- 
sioner Harma Miller. 

Mr. Seibert pulled a 
respectable’ number of 
votes, though, getting 796 
to Mrs. Miller's 917. 

Mrs. Miller hugged her 
husband, thanked her cam- 
paign workers and said she 
wants to thank the voters 
for re-electing her to her 
sixth term. à 

"I'm happy about this. I 
think it's a testament to the 
fact that people in town are 
ready to pick a candidate 
regardless of race or sex. 
That makes this a nice 
win," she said. 

Commissioner Daniel 
Bythwood was not so lucky. 


He faces a runoff with 
Glades Gas owner Dennis 
McCarthy, who got.33 more 
votes than Mr, Bythwood. 
Larry Konchellah, who was 
also challenging for Seat A, 
got 192 votes to Mr, Byth- 
wood's 765 and Mr. 
McCarthy's 798. 

"We gave it our beat shot,” 
Mr. Konchellah told his 
wife, Cartheda. 

Mr. Bythwood-said he was 
tired after all the cam- 
paigning, but added “I'm 
gonna rest tonight and get 
up fighting in the morning.” 

A total of 1,830 votes 
were cast in the election, 
including 71 absentee bal- 
lots. This represents almost 
40 percent of Belle Glade's 
4,635 registered voters. 

City Clerk Sue Teets said 
voter ‘turnout in the Glades 
is traditiorrally higher than 
in the county elections. The 
runoff will be next Tuesday, 
Sept. 20. The polls will be 
open from 7 a.m. to 7 p.m.

because the caller asks for 
money to be transferred by 
wire. The caller establishes 
a "test ‘question" 
"answer" with the sender. 
This enables the con artist 
to-pick up the money using 
these secret words with no 
need for photo identifica- 
tjon, making it impossible 
for authorities to trace the 
perpetrator after the con- 
sumer reports being bilked. 
Consumers who receive a 
call from a supposed gov- 
ernment agency, consumer 
organization or attorney 
should call that office them- 
selves -- not using a phone 
number provided by the 
caller -- to verify the offer.

space, is created by the atmo- 
sphere, the clouds and the 


|, oceans, That explains the col- 


ors that make up our planet as 
viewed from outer space but it 
doesn't explain why the sky is 
blue, the clouds are white and 
sunsets are red. 

The ingredients that create 
our deep'blue skies and fire- 
engine red sunsets include air 
molecules, water and even 
dust, But, it all begins with 
the sun. 


Located over 92 million, 


miles from earth, the sun is 
the. source of all life. Its rays 
of light that travel to Earth in 
just over eight minutes arrive 
here as white light. Yet, this 
“white light" is more than it 
appears. If you peel away the 
white you'll find every color of 
the rainbow. The trick is find- 
ing a way to reveal those other 
colors, 

. The secret, the way to 
expose the rainbow of colors, 
is:to bend the sunlight. Sun- 
light will remain white as long 
as it moves in a straight line,

through our atmosphere, it is 
reflected and refracted by ait 
molecules, water vapor and 
dust particles. The lightrays 
are bent and sent in different 
directions. This scattering pro- 
cess is called diffusion. 

It is during this process that 
the colors of the rainbow are 
revealed. It just so happens 
that air molecules are just th 
right size to affect the blue 
light in the rainbow. The blue 
lightwaves spread all over the 
sky and down in all directions. 
No matter which way you look 
blue is everywhere. 

Of course, there are differ- 
ent shades of blue that make 
up our sky, That shading is 
determined by the size of the. 
air molecules. Large particle: 
scatter more light so our sky 
looks hazy. When cold, dry air 
moves into the state in Jan- 
uary or February, the sky 
turns a deep blue because 
there aren't many large parti- 
cles of air. 

So that explains why the sky 
is blue but why are cloudy 
white and sunsets red? Cloud 
droplets of moisture tend to be 
much bigger that air 
molecules so they scatter all 
the colors of the: rainbow. 
When that happens the cloud 
turns white but when the 
cloud is thick enough only a 
little bit of light will get 
through so the clouds lool 
dark from below. 

Sunsets and sunrises are 
red or orange because when 
the sun is setting or rising the 
sunlight is traveling further 
through the atmosphere. The 
longer trip means more and 
more light at the blue end of 
the spectrum is scattered. 
That leaves red, yellow om 
orange light to create those 
gorgeous mornings or 
evenings. 

We tend to take blue skies 
and beautiful sunrises for 
granted here in Florida. The 
next time those colors take our, 
breath away perhaps we 
should remember the words of 
poet Jules Renard who said 
"on earth -there is no heaven 
but there are pieces of it”.
